The canning industry ot the argiuultur-

The beans were blossomed 
and stemmed by tbe bucket, tho corn 
ius«ed by the box, the tomatoes pealed 
>y measure, etc. 
All the operators were

around their nucks. A comely matron 
with an eyelet punch at her girdle would 
«[o aronnd and around the work tables; 
on some of the cards the poach would go 
click, on others click, click. There must 
have been something wrong with Ihe reg- 
ister. Out in the store rqoiu the men and 
boys would commence the labors of tbe 
day in toating and packing cans, and 
during the corn season 6000 cans were 
broken and bettered to death, anil buried 
in tho cannery dump. During this season 
we frequently visited the TnllyloKu fac- 
tory to observe the new process of put- 
ting away tho tomatoes. James Andrews 
the superintending manager has an oj- 
perienoe of twenty-five years standing. It 
appears the plant had been left in a very 
tliiabed condition, and when Mr. An- 
urews oame npon the scene he rolled np 
his sleeves and went to work putting the 
house in order, ana doing up the extra 
fine produce grown by the ttock company. 
Tlie true inwardness of the wago workers 
aud other concerns in connection will 
form the basis of another short chatper.

that 98 Italian children are attending 
the schools on tbe east side of tbe oanal 
while only 18 are in attendance at Batb 
street school building. Many of the chil- 
dren come to tbe schools before they are 
able to speak tbe English language, 1m 
posing upon the teachers additional bur- 
dens. In most cases, however tlie child- 
ren have good brains and develop quickly 
and will undoubtedly in time, becorn"*; 
thoroughly Americanized aud make good 
citizena, but at this stage in their devel- 
opment, with the ever increasing popula- 
tion and constant influx into onr schools, 
the question of their care and proper 
training is a rather perlexing one. We 
understand that the thought of opening a 
separate department 
for 
the Italian 


children IB growing in the minds of tbe 
directors and if tbis arrangement could 
be made within the next year or two, it 
would probably be a wise solution of the 
problem.

Bion upon Messrs. Leech anil Green was 
the efficiency of the teactiers. Although 
thelt visit was a surprise yet every teachr 
er was at her poat engaged in the faithful 
performance of her duties. Tbe scholars 
were bright and cheerful and everything 
seemingly moved along like clockwork. 
In the high school it was found that this 
year's gradaatiog class consisted of six 
scholars and not a boy in the class. This 
condition is much deplored, and it has 
become a source of great surprise that 
with the most excellent advantages af- 
forded by the local aoboola, that par- 
ents do not grasp the opportunity and 
see tbe wisdom of Citing their boys a 
high school education.

rectors' room in the high school building 
on Wednesday evening.

The school committee reported that all 


the schools had been vftited daring tbe 
week and all found in excellent condi- 
tion. The committee recommended lhat 
o partition be built in the secondary de- 
partment in the old Wood street building, 
dividing the room in two, and thus doing 
away with tbe classroom which is entirely 
inadequate for the size of tbe class which 
is compelled to use it. 
They also report- 


ed a contiuual as well as annoying noise 
In tbe drain pipes in the Bath steet build- 
ing, bath of which matters were referred 
to the property committee. 


The supply committee was authorized 


to purchase thiee flags for the school 
buildinga the old ones having worn out. 


Tbe Superintendent, Mias Louise D 


Baggs, reported as fallows for the school 
month ending September 28, 1906. Num- 
ber of scholars « i rolled 100C, greatest 
number present, 954; least number pre- 
sent, 765; average attendance, 862; per 
cent, of attendance, 89; prewnt every 
half day, 367; new pupils admitted 86; 
number promoted 5. 


Orders were drawn for the Superintend- 


ent's and teachers' salaries for school 
month ending September 28th and the 
janitor's salaries for month of Septem- 
ber. Bills amounting to f6T8 62 were 
passed and ordered paid. 


The matter of changing the lighting of 


the assembly room from pan Io electric 
lights was placed in Mr. Peterson's 
hands with power to act.. 


The high school alumni was granted 


the permission to use the assembly room 
for a physical culture class, once a week.

The Long Branch tram left its seashore 


terminus at 7 10 o clock 
It reached tbe 


New York division at Momuouth Junction 
and passed through Bristol at 8 67 o clock 
exactly on time

Under the advice of his connsel, How-
